about the banquet board and spent a 
very delightful two hours. The bill 
of fare included five courses and be­ 
tween these some very interesting 
talks were made in response to the 
toasts called for. 
Dukf* Stone filled the exacting po­ 
sition of toastmaster, and discharg­ 
ed his duties in his usual happy man­ 
ner. He made a short address of wel­ 
come in which he took occasion to 
pay some well deserved tributes to 
the commissioners elected at state­ 
hood and the able manner in which 
they had discharged their exacting 
and arduous duties. He declared that 
he considered the office of commis­ 
sioner the most important, least paiJ 
and least appreciated of any in the 
state, and that it would require the 
judgment of the future to give them 
the recognition that their hard and 
honest work during these three years 
since statehood entitled them to 
In responding to the welcome by 
Mr. Stone, President R. F. Scivally 
took 
accasion 
to explain 
that 
the 
small attendance was probably due to 
the 
fact that many commissioners 
were defeated lor re-election and that 
the commissioners-elect had not yet 
become interested in the work of the 
organization. 
Few people, he declared, have any 
conception whatever of the great re­ 
sponsibilities that rest on the coun­ 
ty commissioners. 
At the beginning 
of statehood they know even less than 
now and 
expected 
altogether 
too 
much of the first boards that be­ 
gan without a dollar of funds with 
which to run their respective count­ 
ies. 
He said he had lived in the

Yesterday afternoon the state asso­ 
ciation of county commissioner# took 
up and discussed at some length the 
unsatisfactory conditions under the 
township system of assessing taxes 
and a general sentiment in favor of 
creating the offered by G. P. Greer 
that a committee be appointed to 
draft a resolution to be submitted to 
the legislature was adopted and the 
following Committee appointed: J. C. 
Thomas, W. NL Bolen and G. O. Mc­ 
Whorter. The meeting then adjourned 
until 9:30 this morning. 
On convening this morning the 
committee made its report and its 
resolution adopted with but one dis­ 
senting voice. The text of the resolu­ 
tion is as follows: 
RESOLUTION 
Resolved: 1st. That we ask the leg 
islature to consider the creation of 
the office of county assessor and au­ 
ditor to be elected 
and to draw an 
annual salary in proportion to the 
population of the county, to put in 
his entire time and to make up the 
tax rolls 'by townships and to be 
equalized by the board of county com­ 
missioners as to individual assess­ 
ments, and also to make a ledger ac­ 
count in which each tax payer’s ac­ 
count be posted so that the county 
treasurer can tell each tax payer his 
amount from face of ledger. That he 
shall make a true map of all lands 
tuat are taxable in his county, the 
niimbe - of acres in cultivation and 
the owner thereof and also that which 
is not taxable and make note there­ 
of. That after the rolls are delivered 
to county treasurer he shall audit 
such accounts that the county com­ 
missioners may ask to be audited or 
upon the petition of twenty-five tax­ 
payers of his county, and he shall be 
known as assessor and auditor of his 
county. 
County Superintendent 
The next resolution submitted was 
in regard to the fees paid to the 
county superintendents and with lit­ 
tle or no discussion the following 
was adopted: 
RESOLUTION. 
That the superintendent of public 
instruction shall be allowed a stipu­ 
lated salary as per fee and salary 
bill and all extra compensation be 
cut out, as we find that some coun­ 
ty superintendents are collecting $1.00 
per room and are visiting all their 
schools monthly, and it should be re­ 
pealed. 
The next resolution submitted was 
one calling on the state to levy a 
special road tax of one mill the pro­ 
ceeds of which should be devoted to 
purchasing supplies and maintaining 
the convicts in the various coun­ 
ties to work the roads, the funds to 
be pro-rated according to the taxable 
wealth of the counties. This was tabl­ 
ed. 
A resolution was offered by Mr 
Tontz and adopted to the effect that 
the practice of suing out injunction?

be discouraged by fixing a penalty of

About biennially since the begin­ 
ning cf Ada ten years back, there 
have come amongst her people some 
grafter or demented man apparently 
fresh from the m arts of trade and 
commerce of the East.

a builder of homes for Hale; and 
when he conducted the insistent Mr. 
Woods through his residence it was 
only an act of courtesy toward one 
who promised much for the city of 
Ada and Pontotoc county. But when 
Mr. Woods proposed to buy this new 
home Mr. Simpson quickly told him 
it was not for sale. Then it was 
that the pampered son of Standard 
Oil, in utmost ingratiating speech, 
persuaded this Ada merchant to sell 
him the home. While it was his in­ 
tention to transact much important 
business for the Standard Oil in this 
section and of such nature that even

millionaires.

not 
discourage one, tho’ he 
be 
a 
part 
of the octopus, hence he contracted 
to sell his home for $15,000. 
The deal was closed Saturday even 
ing as the banks were closing. Sun­ 
day evening 
the 
Oklahoma 
State 
bank wired a night letter 
to the 
Chicago 
Loan 
and 
Trust Co. 
on 
w’hich the Woods check was drawn 
inquiring as to the status of J. B. 
Woods’ account and as to his gener­ 
al 
responsibility. 
Monday 
the 
an­ 
swer cairn* 
that there was 
no ac­ 
count of J. B. Woods. 
The wise ones of the streets and 
behind the money counters appear­ 
ed to take the view that Mr. Woods 
was suffering under the hallucina­ 
tion that he was really very rich and 
did have large sums of money in 
various Eastern banks. It is thought 
that such idea is to an extent dis­ 
pelled since he tried to buy a sub­ 
stantial amount of clothes from lead­ 
ing furnishing merchants, for which 
he proposed to pay by foreign check. 
Mr. Woods possessed a bill book 
filled with currency and he paid
